The 
Classification Office has determined that the publication does not describe, depict, 
express or otherwise deal with any of the matters listed under s3(1) of the Film and 
Video Publications Classification Act 1993. The Classification Office therefore has no 
jurisdiction to determine whether the publication is "objectionable" or "objectionable 
except in particular circumstances". As such, ss3(2), 3(3) and 3(4) are not applicable 
and the publication must be classified as unrestricted.
